Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you 
my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1970. 

The  live  births  numbered  244,  compared 
with  250  in  1969.  The  birth  rate  was  slightly  above  that  for 
England  and  Wales.  There  were  3 still  births  compared  with  5 in  1969. 

During  the  year,  6 infants  under  a 
year  old  died,  compared  with  5 in  1969.  Three  of  the  deaths  were 
due  to  congenital  deformities.  Four  of  the  infants  were  under  a 
month  old. 


Deaths  of  residents  numbered  168,  93 

males,  75  females,  compared  with  a total  of  176  in  1969.  The  death 

rate  was  slightly  below  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales.  Of  the 

total  of  deaths,  94  v/ere  due  to  diseases  of  heart  and  circulatory 
system,  (compared  ^^7ith  95  in  1968)  and  30  were  due  to  cancer  in  one 
form  or  another,  (compared  with  34  in  1969).  There  were  no  deaths 
associated  with  pregnancy  and  childbirth.  Deaths  due  to  Influenza 
numbered  3,  Pneumonia  4,  and  Bronchitis  and  Emphysema  5.  Motor 
accidents  caused  4 deaths,  and  other  accidents  4.  There  were  no 
deaths  due  to  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  2 new  cases  of  Pulmonary 

Tuberculosis  (in  elderly  men). 

There  were  few  cases  of  notifiable 
diseases,  7 cases  of  measles,  and  one  each  of  scarlet  fever  and 
whooping  cough. 


In  addition  to  the  routine  day  to  day 
work  of  the  Health  Department,  progress  was  made  in  Slum  Clearance, 
Redevelopment  of  Central  Area,  Improvement  Grants  for  houses.  Food 
Hygiene  and  paper  sack. refuse  collection. 

The  sections  dealing  with  water  supplies, 
sewerage,  factories  inspection,  housing  and  food  and  drugs,  were 
compiled  by  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  L.  Graham,  to  v/hom 
I am  indebted  for  his  co-operation.  Mr.  A.  Ryland,  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector,  has  been  of  great  assistance  and  Mrs.  M.A.  Ley  has 
attended  to  the  records  and  reports. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Council 
and  Officers  for  their  help,  which  has  been  generous,  at  all  times.

Total  of  deaths  “ 168  (93  males,  75  females) 

Examination  of  this  table  shows  that  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system  caused  94  deaths,  in  55  men  and  39  women, 
compared  with  95  (44  men  and  51  women)  in  1969. 

The  next  largest  single  cause  of  death  was  cancer,  which 
accounted  for  deaths  of  15  men  and  15  women,  total  30,  compared 
with  20  men  and  14  women,  total  34  in  1969.  Cancer  deaths  were, 
therefore,  down  by  4.  Lung  cancer  caused  6 deaths,  compared 
with  7 in  1969. 

Of  other  deaths,  bronchitis  caused  5,  pneumonia  4.  There 
were  3 deaths  due  to  Influenza,  all  in  persons  over  75  years  of 
age.  Motor  accidents  accounted  for  4 deaths,  other  accidents  4. 

Of  the  6 infant  deaths,  3 were  due  to  congenital  defects. 

Taking  the  deaths  in  age  groups,  6 were  under  one  year  old, 
one  was  between  15  and  24  years  (death  due  to  motor  accident). 

Deaths  between  25  and  54  years  numbered  23,  between  55  and  64  years, 
36,  between  65  and  74  years  43,  and  in  persons  over  75  years  of 
age,  59. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  Diptheria,  Whooping 
Cough,  Poliomyelitis,  Measles,  and  no  deaths  from  pregnancy  or 
abortion .

Rodent  Control--  Infestations  by  both  rats  and  mice  total  131 
compared  with  155  in  the  previous  year  and  148  in  1968.  It  will  b 
be  seen  that  the  incident  of  infestation  remains  fairly  steady 
and  as  each  treatment  needs  at  least  three  visits,  some  estimate 
can  be  arrived  at  of  the  amount  of  time  consumed  in  this  sector. 

Poison  in  general  use  is  Racumin  57  which  has 
similar  qualities  as  Warfarin.  This  is  mixed  with  oatmeal  and 
after  eating  the  bait  for  several  days  the  rodent  becomes  affected 
by  a condition  of  the  blood  known  as  haemophilia  - the  tendency  to 
bleed  - and  so  bleeds  to  death,  usually  internally. 

The  effectiveness  of  this  poison  makes  the  use 
of  the  more  violent  poisons  such  as  sodium  f luracetamide, 
arsenious  oxide  and  zinc  phosphide  unnecessary  except  in  the  more 
difficult  and  problem  infestations. 

Some  use  has  been  made  this  year  with  a tracking 
dust.  This  is  particularly  effective  against  mice  rather  than 
rats.  The  poison  is  laid  along  the  runs  as  a dust,  the  rodent 
picks  this  up  in  its  fur  and  when  cleaning  itself,  as  mice  do 
continuously,  the  poison  is  then  taken  into  its  system. 

Disinfestation : - Considerable  disinfestation  against  various 
types  of  insect  were  undertaken  during  the  year.  Four  of  these 
vaere  for  bed  bugs  (cymex  lectularius)  in  private  houses.  Unlike 
fleas  which  seemed  to  have  disappeared  as  a problem  during  the 
last  fev7  years,  bed  bugs  still  remain  with  us  in  a small  percentage. 
They  are  more  resistant  to  insecticides  than  most  insects  and  this, 
plus  their  ability  to  live  without  food  for  long  periods,  enables 
them  to  still  exist  in  today's  society. 

Ants  seem  to  be  particularly  rife  in  the  Borough 
and  although  the  Council  do  not  undertake  disinfestation  except- in 
extreme  cases,  a considerable  number  of  complaints  are  made  to  the 
department . 

Regular  disinfestations  are  carried  out  at  the 
refuse  tip  against  flies  and  other  insects  during  the  summer  months. 
This  is  done  daily  as  it  can  be  readily  appreciated  that  newly  tipped 
refuse  could  form  an  ideal  breeding  place. 

Ten  wasp's  nests  in  residential  gardens  were 
destroyed  using  hydrogen  cyanide  gas. 
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Refuse  Collection  & Disposal. 


An  incentive  bonus  scheme  was  agreed  and  came  into  operation 
in  1968,  this  had  a marked  effect  on  the  standard  of  service.  A 
seven  day  interval  collection  was  given  to  all  parts  of  the  Borough 

The  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967,  placed  additional  responsibilities 
on  the  department.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  service  offered 
was  second  to  none  and  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public. 

Refuse  disposal  caused  no  serious  problems.  At  the  end  of 
1970  a new  agreement  was  negotiated  with  the  owner  of  land  at  Panton • 
Cop. 

Some  attempt  was  made  during  the  year  to  meet  with  Officers  of 
other  Authorities  in  part  of  the  County  to  present  a rationalised 
policy  for  refuse  disposal.  Little  progress  was  made  and  the  idea 
seems  to  have  been  abandoned. 

Nightsoil  Collection  and  Disposal. 

A seven  day  interval  collection  was  maintained  during  the 
period  under  review.  Some  reduction  in  the  amount  of  time  spent 
on  this  service  was  possible  by  the  completion  of  the  Oakenholt 
sewerage  system. 

Septic  Tank  and  Cesspool  Emptying. 

With  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  septic  tanks  in  the 
district  more  prompt  attention  was  given  to  requests  for  service. 

The  "once  a year  free"  service  continues  for  properties  where  there 
is  not  a sewer  available. 

A small  amount  of  time  is  spent  on  hire  to  other  Authorities. 

SECTION  D. 

Housing : - At  the  end  of  1970  at  total  of  1646  houses  were  owned  by 
the  Council  including  those  purchased  in  Clearance  Areas  and 
temporarily  relet. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  Council  Housing  was  377  including 
205  applicants  for  1 and  2 bedroom  flats  and  bungalows,  This  compares 
with  417  (200  in  1969  and  314  (142)  in  1968 

Slum  Clearance.  4 Clearance  Areas  were  dealt  with  during  the  year 
covering  23  properties.  This  compared  with  1 Area  in  1969  (3  houses) 
and  4 Areas  in  196C  (12  houses).  During  this  period  work  continued  on 
the  Central  Area  No.  2 Clearance  Area  v/hich  was  declared  in  March,  1967, 
involving  the  Representation  of  152  houses. 

A Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  declared  at  the  same  time  and 
was  eventually  confirmed  in  June,  1968,  followin  a Public  Local  Inquiry. 


Improvement  Grants. 


Since  the  advent  of  new  legislation  in  August,  1969, 

1970  has  proved  a record  year  for  grants. 

1968  13  grants  both  standard  and  discretionary  totalling  £1718 

1969  24  " " ” " " " £4285 

1970  18  discretionary  grants  £9696 

& 20  standard  grants  - £4911  totalling  £14607 

The  new  legislation  increased  the  scope  of  the  grants  and 
lifted  the  maximum  discretionary  grant  from  £400  to  £1000.  Of 
the  18  discretionary  grants  mentioned  above  4 were  for  the  maximum. 

On  the  2nd.  August,  1970  an  exhibition  was  held  to  publicise 
the  facilities  available  for  house  improvement.  Several  firms  took 
part  including  the  Coal  Board,  Gas  Board  and  M/YNWEB.

The  scarlet  fever  case  was  in  a boy  between  5 and  9 years 
and  the  whooping  cough  occurred  in  a baby  under  1 year  old. 
Tuberculosis . 

Two  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year,  compared  with  one  in  1969,  The  cases  were  elderly  men. 

It  is  now  happily  rare  to  find  Tuberculosis  in  young  people.  Whilst 
much  has  been  done  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  this  complaint,  one 
cannot  believe  that  is  has  been  conquered.  Vigilance  must  be 
unrelaxed,  as  there  are  bound  to  be  some  undected  cases  in  the 
community.  There  is  a constant  danger  of  introduction  of  the 
complaint  from  foreign  countries,  where  Tuberculosis  is  very 
widespread,  and  by  the  admission  to  this  country  of  foreigners 
actually  suffering  from  the  disease. 


Mass  Radiography: 

The  regular  visits  of  the  Mass  Radiography  unit  having  now 
ceased,  the  unit  continues  to  visit  factories  in  the  district.

Mass  Radiography  (continued) 


Mass  Radiography  is  costly,  and  the  service  had  served  its 
purpose  over  the  years , Now  the  service  is  concentrated  in  South 
Wales,  where  the  need  is  greater,  hut  the  visits  to  local  factories 
are  welcome,  and  the  response  of  the  workers  is  excellent.  In  the 
remote- 'event  of  an  emergency  requiring  Xray  of  masses  of  people,  the 
mobile  units  would  readily  be  made  available.  The  local  chest  clinics 
and  hospitals  are  able  to  deal  with  normal  chest  Xray  requirements. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

This  valuable  measure  against  Tuberculosis  in  children 
continued  through  the  year.  Children  in  the  secondary  schools  are 
"skin- tested" . Those  without  natural  immunity  are  given  one 
injection  which  should  protect  them  for  life.  Those  who  react 
strongly  to  the  test  are  sent  for  chest  Xray,  to  exclude  possible 
infection. 

Other  Protective  Inoculations. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination,  begun  in  1956,  is  now  a routine 
measure  for  young  children.  Three  doses  (by  mouth)  are  given  in 
infancy  followed  by  a 'booster'  dose  at  5 years. 

Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough  Vaccination. 

This  is  given  in  infancy,  with  a 'booster'  of  Diptheria  and 
Tetanus  Vaccine  at  school  entry  or  later. 

Measles  Vaccination. 

After  a slov7  start  is  now  being  sought  by  mothers  for  their 
children . 

Smallpox  Vaccination. 

The  oldest  but  the  least  popular,  is  done  at  about  a child's 
first  year.  Every  few  years  smallpox  finds  its  way  to  this  country 
from  the  East.  When  the  level  of  immunity  in  a population  falls 
below  a certain  level  an  outbreak  or  an  epidemic  may  result-. 

In  these  days  of  mass  travel  abroad,  it  is  essential  that 
children  should  be  protected  against  all  the  diseases  listed  above. 

It  is  so  easy  to  become  infected  with  illness  when  travelling 
abroad,  as  was  sbov/n  recently,  when  a man  from  the  Hawarden  area 
contracted  Cholera  whilst  on  holiday  in  North  Africa.

The  Act  only  applies  to  premises  that  employ  persons  and 
concerns  the  welfare  and  working  conditions  of  these  employees.
